“T he n u m b er of farm s in Pennsyl­ 
vania th a t could put in a good g rav ity 
w a te r system is alm ost w ithout n u m ­ 
ber", say s C harles G. M elvin, w a te r 
supply ar*! d rain a g e engineer of the 
D epartm ent of A griculture. “T here are 
about 220,000 farm s and m any 
th o u ­ 
sands of them could have a good w ater 
system w ithout any very great 
cost. 
lf one only 
Mops 
to 
consider 
th** 
am o u n t of labor saved the farm w o­ 
men, the cost of 
a 
w ater 
system 
would not seem at all exorbitant. 
“T he fa rm e r dose not usually hesi­ 
ta te Aery long when it conies to buy­ 
ing some labor saving m achinery for 
m e in the fields, so why should 
not 
the good housewife have some conveni­ 
ences for her use? 
Think of the en- 
x rg y re*)uired to pum p and carry th** 
am ount of w a te r used in th** 
house ( 
d u rin g the day, and also tin* num ber 
of ex tra steps required if the 
w a te r 
m ust Ik* 
carried from a sp rin g 
a t 
som e distance from the house. 
“The w a te r system will riot only he 
for the house, hut fo r 
all the 
farm 
buildings as well: the barn, pie I * i, 
chicken coop and any o th er buildings 
in which you may want w ater. 
“ If this system is put in, think 
of 
the m any conveniences th a t 
can 
be 
put in use. Hot and cold w a te r in all 
p a rts of the house, bathroom and in­ 
side toilets. The pleasure of the bath 
alone is one grea t factor in fav o r of 
w ate r in th** house, A fter a hard day 
in the field, or a t any 
labor 
about 
the farm , a nice refresh in g hath 
is 
surely som ething pleasant to 
look 
forw ard to. 


“ It will lie hoove th** farm er to look 
o v e r the good springs 
that

Though the returns from California and New Mexico are 
not complete there can be no doubt that both will go for I he Pres­ 
ident. 
W ith 190 ( alifornia districts still out he leads by .‘5112, 
and in New Mexico, with UIS unreported, he is 26‘I! votes ahead. 


Without New York or Illinois, which declared decisively and 
iiumediateh for Hughes the Democrats found enough 
strength 
in the Middle and Extreme West to overcome the great electoral 
vote of these and many other populous and important states. 
In the western states, where a Hughes victory 
was

cally conceded bs Democrats, Hughes was victorious in Oregon.
